CAROLINE COUNTY - ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES - BED AND
BREAKFAST LICENSE

Establishing a 7-day Class B-BB (bed and breakfast) on-sale beer, wine, and
liquor license in Caroline County; providing the qualifications that must be met
for the issuance or renewal of the license; authorizing the license holder to sell
alcoholic beverages to guests of certain catered events on— and off—premises
under certain circumstances; authorizing the license holder to allow certain
guests to consume personal alcoholic beverages on the premises under certain
circumstances and subject to a certain limitation; etc.

RAILROAD COMPANIES - CONDEMNATION AUTHORITY -
APPLICATION

Establishing that certain authority of railroad companies to acquire property by
condemnation does not apply to an entity that owns or operates a railroad
powered by a magnetic levitation propulsion system, or passenger or freight
transportation for which pressurized capsules or pods travel at high speed in
reduced—pressure tubes.

HEALTH INSURANCE AND PHARMACY BENEFITS MANAGERS -
REIMBURSEMENT FOR AND PROVISION OF PHARMACY SERVICES

Authorizing a pharmacist or a pharmacy to decline to dispense a prescription
drug or provide a pharmacy service to a member if the amount reimbursed by
an insurer, a nonprofit health service plan, or a health maintenance organization
is less than the acquisition cost; prohibiting a pharmacy benefits manager from
reimbursing a pharmacy or pharmacist for a product or a pharmacy service in
an amount less than the amount the pharmacy benefits manager reimburses
itself for the same product or pharmacy service; applying the Act; etc.

HEALTH INSURANCE — FREEDOM OF CHOICE OF PHARMACY ACT

Prohibiting certain carriers from prohibiting an enrollee from selecting, or
limiting the ability of an enrollee to select, a certain pharmacy for the receipt
of certain services; prohibiting certain carriers, under certain circumstances,
from denying a pharmacy a certain right or imposing on an enrollee certain
payments, fees, reimbursement amounts, limitations, or conditions for certain
services; etc.

DRUGS — DEFINITION

Altering the definition of “specialty drug” for purposes of certain provisions of
law governing access to specialty drugs through certain pharmacies so as to
include a drug designated as a limited distribution drug, a drug that is not
available in an oral or self-administered formulation, or a drug that requires
special handling above and beyond refrigeration or patient counseling; etc.

Prohibiting pharmacy benefits managers and certain purchasers from directly
or indirectly charging a contracted pharmacy, or holding a contracted pharmacy
responsible for, certain fees; and defining “contracted pharmacy”.

MEDICAL CANNABIS — ADVERTISING — RESTRICTIONS

Prohibiting a certifying provider, dispensary, processor, or grower or officers,
managers, and employees of the certifying provider, dispensary, processor, or
grower from cooperating, directly or indirectly, in advertising if the advertising
has the purpose or effect of steering or influencing patient or caregiver choice
of a certifying provider or approved medical cannabis product; prohibiting an
advertisement for cannabis from containing certain statements, offers, or
images; etc.

Requiring each nonprofit hospital, each year, to submit to the Comptroller an
itemized list of certain tax benefits; requiring the Comptroller to prepare a
certain report and to post the report on the Comptroller’s website; and requiring
the Comptroller, in consultation with certain employee organizations, to adopt
certain regulations.

Prohibiting manufacturers, distributors, and factory branches, or their agents,
from requiring or coercing a dealer to share consumer data from the dealer’s
data management system in certain manners; prohibiting manufacturers,
distributors, and factory branches, or their agents, from taking adverse action
against a dealer for refusing to share certain consumer data; requiring
manufacturers, distributors, and factory branches, or their agents, to provide
certain indemnification to dealers; etc.
